EXPLANATION

This bill allows a person whose driver®s license has been
suspended or revoked to apply for a temporary restricted
license before paying the civil penalty required for
reinstatement of a driver®s license or nonresident operating
privilege. Reinstatement of full driving privileges would
still be subject to payment of the civil penalty.

Currently, when a driver®s license or nonresident operating
privilege is suspended, revoked, or barred, a $200 civil
penalty is imposed, or for_a person 19 years of age or
¥gunger, a $50 penalty is imposed. A temporary restricted

icense may not be issued and a driver"s license or
nonresident operating privilege may not be reinstated until
the civil penalty is paid. Moneys collected from the
penalties are credited to the juvenile detention home fund.
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
